It is a good plan to see if’ any 
minor repairs are necessary before 
rehonging your plctures, as unless 
pictures are Icept spotlessly clesn 
they soon doteriorate.

The “Porcelain Tripod”, the only art curio of its kind 
in existence, valued at half a million dollars, will be taken 
to the U.S.A. in the near future and exhibited at “The 1939 
World’s Fair,” by Mr. Van Jing, manager of the Communi- 
cations Company, Importers and Exporters, French Bank 


Building, Hongkong. 


This exquisite piece of art Js one of 
the only clght priceless burners be- 
queathed by the former Empress 


"Chi-hi" of the Ching dynasty some 
80 years nyo. The Intrinsic valuc-of 
the relic has been further enhanced 
by the fuct that the location of the 
other seven pieces have never been 
ascertained, Measuring only .3" by 
2%" In size, its delicate beauty is re- 
vealed -In its ancient skilful work~ 
manship, The art ‘of poreclain-ware, 
of which this tripod is a supreme 
example, is one which requires ex- 
pert craftsmen, and such trained men 
are found only in China, 


Fascinating History 


The actual history of this priceless 
object of art makes o fascinating 
story. Hang Hei on the accession to 
the throne ordered cight of these 
burners for the exclusive use in his 
private chapel during the official 
ceremony, and os the Emperor was a 
cultured mon, he spared no efforts to 
design them personally. For a Jong 
time they were inventoried as per- 
manent fixtures of the late Ching 
Imperial Household until the Em- 
press Chi-hi, better known as the 
Empress Dowager, the late Grand- 
aunt of Henry Pu-yi, and Regent 
for Kwang Sul came into power, : 


She secretly bestowed one of these 
burners on her favourite eunuch Lee, 
who was known us a miniature Ras- 
putin. When cunuch Lee was libe- 
rated after the revolution of 1911, he 
secreted among his personal belong- 
ings this burner, and went into hid- 
ing, Desperately in need of money, 
he was finally forced to sell It.

"MR. HG. WELLS URGES CLEAR 


AIMS. IN TEACHING 


“Creating New World Instead Of 
Pickling The Old”. 


Mr, HL G. Wells launched another frontal attack on 


conventional education, and protests 


were made against 


“slum” schools, in the Education Section of the British 


Association at Cambridge. 


. “J think the teacher ‘at.thd present time is in 
the most extiaordinary position in the world, said 


Mr. Wells. 


“Education in the past took no notice whatever of 


changes in the world. The 


been that it is a conservative force, 


tradition of education has 
a force for the pre- 


gervation of a society permanently established. : 


“UNO we ‘are discovering that one 
generntlon docs not follow another 
in the same fashion, and that we 
have a world which continucs to 
change with everegreater rapidity, 
and education has to be n prepara- 
tion to deal with, changing condi- 
tions. 


“So there iso creative Idea of 
education which Is diamctrically op- 
posed to the conservative. 

“The teacher is confronted with 
this riddle, which we arc only now 
putting to him: ‘Are you making 
a world, or ure you sustaining 9 
world alrendy made?" a 

QUESTION FOR TEACHERS 


Side by side with the conservative 
conception of education there were 
a number of energetic movements 
In which education took the form of 
propaganda to. destroy the old world 
to establish a rather rashly-concelved 
new world, ; 

It was nlso. possible to. regard 
education as the preparation for 
eventualitics,. and not to teach either 
the old dogma or a new one.” 

"Every teacher,” * sald Mr. Wells, 
“hos to sit down and ask himself 
or herself with an open mind: “What 
am J? Am I really trying to pickle 
an old world, or am_ I trying to 
create o new world; to create a new 
dogma to replace the old one?" 

Mr, Wells referred to the repart 
of o committee analysing replics to 
a questionnulre sent ‘to a number 
of elementary, secondary, and pre- 
paratory schools, to ascertain the 
extent to’ which his educational

She slipped quietly ‘through Spit- 
hend and the dozens of Lancastrians 
(betrayed thus far south by thelr 
speech) crossing between Portsmouth 
and the fate of Wight on thelr holl- 
day journeys were quite unaware 
that county history was being, made, 
and that they were watching: the first 
M.S. Manchester coming to Jofn 
the Navy, ‘ 


FOR EAST INDIES STATION 


“She's not a warship; she's painted 
white," said one schoolboy — scorn- 
fully. But he wos wrong, for the 
Manchester fs to go to the East In- 
dies statfop, and all warships on duty 
in those tropleal waters are painted 
white for coolness, She made a re- 
markable pieture Inthe clear sun- 
Hight, every Inch of her gleaming 
white oxcept for the tWo buff 
funnels. And on her deck the ship's 
company jn avhite uniform standing 
stiMy at ottention as the ship came 
up hprbour and madc her first salute, 
submitted herself to the commander- 
in-chief, added their own note of the 
unusual to the picture, for we nl- 
ways think of blucjackets aa wearing 
bluc for all purposes.

Twenty-seven years ago a bomb

The 
fire of revolution spread rapidly 
throughout China, culminating 
in the: election on December 29, 
1911, of Dr, Sun Yat-sen as 
Provisional President of the 
Republic. . 

Since the last observance of 
the “Double Tenth” China has 
passed through an ordeal which 
has brought bitter suffering to 
millions of, her people, destruc- 
tion to many ‘of her largest 
cities . and devastation to vast 
areas of farmland.

GERMANY 
AND HER. 
SOLDIERS" 


HOW THEY ARE 
TREATED 


ITH a German army surpassing, 
in numb¢rs the Kalser's forces 
befure the Great War, it !s the buast 
of the Nazi regime that it looks after 
the welfare of the German soldiers 
better than the Imperial regime ever 
did. The pay Is higher, Nazis point 
out, the pension system (especially 
us regards the non-commissioned 
oMcers) greatly Improved under 
recent decrees, the soldier ets the 
st food in the land and pienty of 
it’ and he is much better housed 
than in the bleak brick barracks of 
pre-war days. 


Before the Great War the ordinary 
rinks got 21 pfennig a day or ap- 
proximately 4d. at present rate of 
exchange, 


The soldier in Hitler's army re- 
ceives 50 pfennig or 10d, a day, If 
this is less than the British soldier 
gets It must be remembered that the 
German urmy {ts on a conscription 
basis. A_second lieutenant in the 
present German army receives £19 
a month as against £10 before the 
war. A first licutenant in the new 
German army has £27 «a month, 
which increases to £36 when he 
gets his captaincy, 


The recent revision of the .penslon 
system in the German army mainly 
benefits non-commissioned officers 
after a service period of twelve yeurs 
and also young officers who are forced 
to retire at an carly age because of 
disability, The latter ore assured of 
State support until they have taken 
up a new position. 


Non-commissioned offlcers after 
twelve years’ service may also be- 
come State officials if they wish to 
do so after completing a course in a 
{training school. If they did not 
want to become civil servants they 
would be entitled to a sum sufficient 
to buy a farm, the amounts varying 
between £770 and £1,350, according 
to the length of service. The 
maximum payment is intended ‘for 
those who choose to settle In border 
territory, as the authorities wish the 
frontier districts to be Inhabited by 


politically reHable men with military 
training, 


Accordiny{ to the German Army 
Gazette the soldier of to-day 
“receives more food per head than 
the average civilian, and pis-fare is 
comparable to a normdl,. healthy 
clyilian dict, and often better."

Bird 
Victims Of 
The Road 


'N one of his books, written in the 

pre-petrol age, the late W. H. 
Hudson exclaims of young birds in 
summer, “How. thy diel" He then 
»roceeds to mention fledglings killed 
by “passing teams.” 


Motor traMc has cnormously ¢x- 
tended the ovian death-roll, but this 
record of high mortality among 
young birds on the roads before tho 
advent of many cars Js a reminder 
that, In spring and summer, when 
large numbers. of’  Incxperienced 
youngsters launch out into the world, 


even the slowest travelling vehicles 
take a heavy toll. : 


There ara two or three circum~ 
stances which increase the obvious 
risks to which young birds ore sub-. 
Ject ‘when they cross the roads, 
Certain species, especlaily anume 
birds and Japwings,, are particularly, 
Hinble when still im the flightless 
stage to become stuck In tar which 
has been melted by on flerce sun. 
Then the mother, responding to the 
squenks of the tar-trapped —chiclc, 
Mngers with the rest of her brood, 
These others thus remain potentlal 
victims—both of tar and passing cars 
—for a very much longer time than 
a straightforward crossing of the 
road would Involve. 


Losing Their Heads 


atecp verges ure a 
serious obstacle to small birds re- 
cently hatched, #nd often cause them 
to ntay in the road longer than they. 
wish, When the verge ts dry, the 
dust and grit there available ts likely 
to attract birds ta the bighway. 
While the birds stay at the side, 
they are safe, bul the times of com- 
Ing and going are risky, and it has 
always to be remembered that inex- 
perfenced birds are Iable to lose 
thelr heads and to miscalculate the 
speed of a monster approaching at 
50 {cet a second. ‘

Here it may be noted that, so far 
ng old birds are concerned, It is gen- 
ernlly true to say that it ts the pace 
that kills, for the vast mafority of 
casualties are caused by cara travel- 
Ing at high speeds. Particularly 
large numbers of Insect-cating birds 
are killed: by cars. This is probably 
because such birds are attracted by 
the insects previously killed, or dis- 
abled by. traffic. These general be- 
ing much more beneficial than the 
gencral run of Anches, their loss is 
more regretlable, 


The most deplorable of all bird 
victims of motor traffic are the 
white or barn owls. These noble, 
beautiful, and very useful birds are 
,Urawn to the roads becauso the ex- 
Panse of uncovered ground affords 
a good opportunity of seizing rats, 
mice, ond voles as they cfoss,. an 
also because a falr number of such 
creatures are killed or crippled by 
motor traffic. - 


Mistakes of ‘Vision ’ 


Though the vision of birds is ex- 
cellent in some respects,. It is de- 
ficient in others, und many wind- 
screen casualties undoubtedly result 
from the victims’ supposing in an 
emergency that there Js a “thor- 
oughfore” that way. As birds do 
not see sterecoscopically, they are 
presumably the more Hable to such 
errors and they ore itilso the ‘more 
lable to misjudge the distances of 
recognizable obstacles. Pheasants, 
‘ portridges and grouse seem to be 
particularly prone to make mistakes 
about telephone wires and wind- 
screens. : 2 


Incidentally, It may be recalled 
that a pheasant which broke a wind- 
screen ond caused a crash was the 
cause of an important legal actlon 
fast year, A more amusing, though 
less pertinent, happening was report- 
ed two or three years since, A big

A precious old library of the 
Vienna bishops was completely des- 
troyed. 

An official spokesman of the Nazi 
Party disclaimed any connection with 
the riots. However, oa score of 
demonstrators. who were arrested 
have becn released, and reports that 
several of the men were sent to the 
Dechau concentration camp 
oMicinily ‘denied. 

The political, consequences of the 
riots are regarded as Mkely to be 
serious. A new and keener conflict 
between the Catholic Church and the 
Nazi Party Js forecast. 

This ts a highly significant and 
important development, since at 
least 95 per cent. of the Austrians 
are faithful and devout Roman 
Catholics. —Reuter.
